WILSON POLICY 
IN PHILIPPINES 


Ex-President Says . Presi- 
dent’s Course Is Too Pro- 
gressive and Will Cause 
Disturbances in Islands. 


FILIPINOS NOT READY | 
FOR SELF-GOVERNMENT 


Taft Asserts That Wilson’s 
Promises Cannot Be Ful- 
filled and He Fears Strong 
Hand Will Again Be 
Necessary. 


November 19 
on the “Holding the Philip- 
pines,” the Brooklyn Institute 
of Arts and Sciences tonight, ex-Presi- 
dent William H. Taft attacked the 
policy of the Wilson administratton 
as demonstrated in the acts of Gov- 
ernor General Francis Burton Harri- 
son, since he took over the reins of 
government of the islands early last 
month. 

Mr. Taft spoke at 
tory of the American 
which he had been connected as gov- 
ernor general, secretary of war and 
as president, almost continuously from 
1900 to March, 1913, ending this part 
of his discourse with the statement 
that in his belief the great mass of 
the Filipinos, the uneducated majority, 
which must be protected, was not 
ready for self government and would 
not be ready for another generation, 
in all probability. 

Wilson Too Progressive. 

In taking exceptions to the policies 
of President Wilson in granting more 
powers in the government and legisla- 
tion to the Filipino “politicians,” Mr. 
Taft declared this action to be far in 
advance of the time of even the ap- 
proach to self-government. 

“Are we to let these islands go and 
turn them over to an oligarchy of elo- 
quent and attractive orators who real- 
ly believe in aristocracy and who have 
no real conception of civil and indi- 
vidual liberty and certainly no ¢a- 
pacity by training and education for 
successful popular government?’ Mr. 
Taft asked. Continuing, he declared 
that “the minute the strong back- 
ground of a powerful government is 
withdrawn the _ difficulties between 
the Moros, who are mutinous and 
have no sympathy with the Filipinos 
and have a racial hatred for them, 
will at once develop. The Moros have 
notified us that they will not stand 
Filipino government and the Filipinos 
say they cannot take over the islands 
unless they take over all of them.” 

Taft Says He Knows Filipinos. 

Saying he believed he could discuss 
the Philippine question with impartial 
judgement, with very considerable 
knowledge and experience and in no 
spirit. of carping criticism, Mr. Taft 
added that he felt that he knew so 
much more about the problem and its 
difficulties than any persons in the 
present administration that he had a 
right to venture to call to their at-

It developed that the insurgents had 
confidently expected a message from 
the American representative, making 
concessions. Immediately after CAr- 
ranza’s train left, Bonillas called on 
Mr. Hale at the consulate, but Mr. 
Hale apparently had made it clear 
that he would deal with nobody but 
Carranza himself. 

Hale left Nogales at a late hour to- 
night and it is believed he returned 
to Tucson. Escudero and - Bonillas, 
however, were not aware of his de- 
parture until after he had gone. 

Complete Misrepresentation. 


Concerning Escudero's statement last 
night relating to the demand for Hale’s 
credentials, trustworthy information to- 

ay confirmed the truth of Hale’s as- 


sertion that the Escudero version was 
a “complete misrepresentation of what 
occurred.” The question of credentials, 
it developed, was a mere subterfuge to 
cover Carranza’s unwillingness to an- 
swer certain question propounded by 
President Wilson. Carranza had evaded 
these and then absented himself from 
two conferences on excuses. 

Mr. Hale refused to continue without 
Carranza. Thereupon Carranza’s cabi- 
net ministers asked Hale to reduce 
President Wilson’s questions to. writ- 
ing and submit them through Escu- 
dero, promising that they would be 
debated at a meeting of. the full. cabi- 
net and a writtetn answer rerurned.

It was learned tonight that General 
Carranza had tried to place the Ameri- 
can envoy in the attitude of formally 
recognizing his provisional govern- 
ment. When the first meeting was ar- 
ranged, the constitutionalists planned 
to receive the envoy in state, with all 
the formality due an ambassador. Mr. 
Hale vetoed this program and insisted 
that the conferences should be entirely 
of an informal nature. 

Rebels Are Chagrined. 


Escudero and Bonillas, two members 
of Carranza’s official family were still 
here after the departure of their chief, 
seemed astonished when they learned 
that Mr. Hale also had gone. They had 
not been apprised, they said of the 
latter’s intention to leave the border 
so soon. It was believed here that 
Hale returned to Tucson, although he 
gave out no word of his intentions. 

The chagrin of the two constitution- 
alists gave indication that they had 
held to the belief that the United States 
government would seek to continue the 
negotiations in spite of the sudden 
change in the attitude of Carranza. 

In fact, it developed that Carranza’s 
train was held more than three hours 
while members of his party made in- 
quiry as to the wherabouts of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s envoy. When the train 
departed Bonillas went to the American 
consulate in quest of Mr. Hale and 
there received the information that 
Hale would deal with no one but Car- 
ranza in person. 
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Mexico City, November 19.—Specula- 
tion as to what ?rresident Wilson in- 
tends to do in the face of the Mexican 
difficulty was increased today by the 
knowledge that the American charge 
d'aifaires, Nelson O'Shaughnessy, had 
received new instructions from Wash- 
ington to wait at his post fcr further 
Instructions and that Important mat- 
ters Were under consideration. 

The telegram to Charge O’Shaugh- 
nessyv said to contain information 
that “a matter of a serious nature” is 
under ccnsideration.in Washington in 
reference to Mexicce. 

The announcement that a_ British 
squadron is coming to Mexican waters 
created keen interest, but the effect 
upon the Mexican mind was reassuring 
rather than otherwise because the Mex- 
ican people continue to lok upon 
Great Britain as a friend. In official 
quarters the dispatch of the squadron 
was styled as an act of courtesy. 
Foreigners Make Ready for Defense. 

The foreign colonies in the Mexican 
capital are preparing to defand them- 
selves in the event of disturbances in 
the city and particularly should the 
final settlement be left to the Mexi- 
cans themselves. Both Sir Lionel Car- 
den and Admiral Von Hintze, the 
British and German ministers respect- 
ively, have suggested to their nationals 
the advisability of perfecting .some 
sdrt of a défense organization.. 

No stich advice has been given to the 
Americans, but committees are quietly 
working out a plan of defense and it is 
possible that there will be formed a 
general organization, embracing the 
American, British, German and Austrian 
residents. 

The American charge today attended 
a reception given to the diplomats by 
General Huerta at Chapultepec castle. 
It was an elaborate affair and was held 
there because cf the restricted facili- 
ties of the president's town and subur- 
ban homes. 

Huerta Likens Self te Napoleon. 

President Huerta in his message to 
congress Thursday afternoon will quote 
Napoleon in justification of his arbi- 
trary dissolution of the cid congress 
and he serves notive that he will ask 
the new congress to grant him a politi- 
cal bill of health.

Hot Clash at Southern Medical 
Association Over Iodine. 
Pellagra Discussed. 


Lexington, Ky., November 19.—Dr. 
J. A. Crisler, of Memphis, Tenn., creat- 
edastairamong the surgeons attending 
today’s session of the surgical section 
when he advocated the use of iodine 
in abdominal operations. Vigorous ex- 
ception was taken to his recommenda- 
tion. Dr. Stuart McGuire, of Richmond, 
Va., was especially positive. 

“IT would shoot any surgeon who 
stood over my sister, operating upon 
her stomach and offering to pour 
iodine into the cavity, if I could not 
stop him any other way,’ Dr. McGuire 
declared. 

Dr. Joseph Graham, of Durham, N. C., 
characterized Dr. Crisler’s theory as 
revolutionary, saying it should “first be 
tried on the dog.” Dr. Louis Frank, of 
Louisville, Ky., challenged several of 
Dr. Crisler’s conclusions. 

Dr. Duncan Eve, professor of surg- 
in Vanderbilt university, came to

W. Harper, of Selma, Ala., predicted 
favc'rable results from the use of a new 
German drug that is soon to be placed 
on the American market. 


Pellagra Parasitic Infection. 

One of the interesting statements 
made before the medical section came 
from Dr. W. A. Dearman, of Long 
Beach, Miss. He said that extensive 
experiments had convinced him that 
pellagra is a parasitic infection and 
that its prevalence in many households 
is chargeable to those lowly twins, the 
bed bug and the flea. When monkeys 
and rabbits are inoculated with the 
virus of pellagra, he said, they exhibit 
Symptoms similar to those that indi- 
cate the presence of the disease in man. 
In pursuance of his experiments he has 
examined dogs, cats, monkeys, rabbits 
and various insect pests and he ex- 
pressed his determination to contimue 
his research until he discovers the 
parasite itself. After that, if he should 
find a specific, he said- he would give 
it to his brethrén of the profession. 

Dr. Seale Harris, of Mobile, Ala., sec- 
retary-treasurer of the association and 
editor-in-chief of the Southern Medical 
Journal, in discussing the digestive 
symptoms of pellagra said that the 
elimination of milk from the diet for 
several days at a time appeared to have 
good effect and that taking the pa- 
tients’ mind off his malady appeared to 
expedite improvement. Change of en- 
vironment also had proved beneficial. 
He said further that the theory that 
corn or its products had anything to 
do with the origin of pellagra had been 
exploded and he referred to the num- 
erous experiments being carried out in 
following up the general belief that the 
disease is parasitic.

When ‘it is “comsidered that the bulk of a 
railroad’s business nowadays depends upon 
these staffs, the Stenificance of the step 
taken -by ‘the express companies is evident. 
These aggressive activities cannot be under- 
taken.by the government. All it can do is 
‘to ‘aecept’ the: business brought the parce 
pest ‘and ; expedite its trangportation, The 
express companiés labor under no-such han- 
dicap. : | 

At the last-analysis, therefore, it appears 
that the sweeping changes in the world of 
package transportation will:be beneficial to 
the consumer, to the government.and to the 
express companies. The express companies 
will create new business for themselves, now 
having an incentive never offered them be- 
fore. The parcel post and the manner in 
which it is conducted will have as a check 
and stimulus the express companies, and 
vice versa. 

There is ample room in the national field 
for both these great agencies. Both will be 
notable factors for the creation of wealth 
and the encouragement of individual enter- 
prise, and the public will watch with interest 
the development of the campaign of the ex- 
press companies for business. 


A JUST DECISION. 


The public generally, no less than the 
commercial travelers of Georgia, have rea- 
son for gratification over the decision of the 
state supreme court in the matter of the use 
of mileage books on trains. The court has 
reversed the order of the lower court against 
the “pulling” of mileage coupons upon trains. 
it rules that the railroads must accept cou- 
pons upon trains, as against the present 
arbitrary, - inconvenient and burdensome 
method of requiring that coupons be ex- 
changed for tickets at stations before the 
departure of trains. 

The: ‘raijroad ‘claim that the use of 
mileage coupons on trains was impractical 
is made farcical by the practices of western 
eastern railroads, and of railroads in 
other southern states. Lifting of mileage 
upon trains common in other sections, 
and it is done with no loss of time, without

It is not, of course, probabl® that, in view 
6f the interstate commerce decision adverse 
to the principle indorsed oy Georgia’s su- 
preme court, it will be possible to apply the 
reform in interstate travel.

today’s Constitution the 
of the traffic conditions on Whitehall street 
is very timely, and it is true that the rapid 
growth of the city and increase of traffic on 
this street a serious matter and should 
recéive the earnest attention of the city offi- 
cials and the retail merchants. 

Of course, the best thing that could be 
done would be to widen Whitehall street. 
This is an impossibility, but how about tak- 
ing up the double tracks on Peachtree and 
Whitehall from Five Points to the junction 
of Forsyth and Whitehall streets and then 
opening Broad street from West Mitchell 
street to the junction of Whitehall and 
South Forsyth street and putting in a sin- 
gle track on both streets? 

All ears on the Peachtree-West End 
route and South Pryor-West Peachtree, and, 
in fact. all ears running on Whitehall could 
routed north on Whitehall street and 
Bread street. This would have the 
if Whitehall street were wid- 
ened 10 feét or more, and the same with 
réference to Broad street, Broad street be- 
ing a half a block from Whitehall would in 
effect become a part of Whitehall, from the 
junction of Broad and Peachtree to the 
junction of Broad, Forsyth and Whitehall 
streets. 

At the present time .a great many of the 
stores front on both streets and with the 
of the produee houses to the 
location contemplated on Central avenue, @ 
new retail district wauld be opened up 
Atlanta would cease to be a one-street city, 
as it is practically now. 

What could be better than a street as 
wide as the distance from the east side of 
Whitehall to the west side of Broad street 
with a space in the middle for business 
houses and .cars running north on one side 
and sough on the other side, just the same 
as the popular wide streets of other cities, 
with the exception that instead of a park 
running dowm the middle there would be the 
present business houses. 

This is in effect what we would have by 
adopting the above plan, and it would be 
interesting to Know the opinion of the city 
officials and others as to the- feasibility of 
the plan. This change could be made now 
at a less, expense than later, and this is a 
good time to discuss it, and if possible adopt 
it, for eonditions .are .gétting worse and 
the retail distriet should be widened and not 
lengthened.

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HEAT, FUEL, FOOD. 


“Heat travels with light fromthe sun,” 
says our physical geography, but experience 
teaches us that we get it by vital powers, 
percussion, chemical 
and electfical action. It 
is storéd in our’ food 
and in the earth, in coal 
and plants, but it is al- 
ways connected with 
motion ef some kind. 
Ice, for fMstance, can 
be made to produce 
heat by friction simi- 
larly to flint and steel. 

Chemical action pro- 
duces the vital poewer 
that we calk antmal 
heat and without iit 
life ceases. This animal 
heat is not very hot, 
only 94 to 104 degrees, 
yet it wastes away ev- 
ery ‘muscle, nerve and 
organ of our bodies and 
they must be constant- 
ly renewed by being fed 
those ingredients that 
make fuel.for combus- 
tion. 

When the right kind of food is not sup- 
plied, tlie body shrinks and is actually wast- 
the fat goes first, then the 
muscles and we say, “he starved to death.” 
The oxygen in the air keeps us too, 
by keeping up the animal heat and giving 
vitality to the’® blood. We breathe it into 
our lungs where it mixes with our blood and 
turns it to a bright red color. Blood, be- 
fore it reaches our’ osygen-filled lungs, is 
a dark purple color. This explains why 
families who have plenty fresh, air 
have bright rosy complexions and it accounts 
for the pale cheeks and colorless lips of 
those persons who breathe stale air. 

Now, Mother Nature is a great believer 
in reciprocity and she has linked her plant 
and animal life together in a golden chain by 
making plants require carbonic acid gas, 
found in impure air, for their nourishment. 
Just this little hint should show the mother 
of a family how a few “green things grow- 
ing’ in the house will help to purify the air. 
By all means have a few growing plants in 
every room in your house, for they help to 
feed the flame of life. 

In cold weather fat and 
foods are required, because (they contain 
more carbon and hydrogen and heat our 
blood more quickly than other foods, 

The correct temperature of living rooms 
in winter is 68 dewzrees; if you eat properly 
and exercise sufficiently, you will find this 
most comfortable, but elderly persons and 
those of sluggish habits require the ther- 
mometer to register 72 before they feel 
warm.

For ten slices of. such toast. a quart of 
rich, sweet milk is necessary. Put over the 
fire one pint of water, two heaping table- 
spoonfuls of butter and haif a teaspoonful 
of salt: heat to the boiling poimt, pour in 
n teacup of the milk and let it come to a 
boil. Heat the remainder of the milk ts 
boiling, stir in a teaspoonful of butter in 
which has been creamed a heaping table- 
spooniul of flour and a little salt. . 

Flace a pan of milk and water over the 
fire, and as it boils, dip each s'tice of bread 
in and out, placing them in a deep platter 
and over each layer pour some of the thick- 
ened milk, pouring over the fiiiled up dish 
any milk that is left.

WHAT CAUSED THE DEATH 


Thomas ranked among the 
His familiar 
“Venice Preserved,” although not acted in our 
day, is recognized as one of the finest tragic 
dramas since Shakespeare. This play was 
translated into almost every modern lan- 
fuage. 

Dramatic authorship, even in its way to 
prosperity in Otway’s day. Like a_ true 
poet, he let others reap the profit of his 
work. He kKept on strugeling against his 
malign fate. His infatuation for the popu- 
lar actress, Elizabeth Barry, helped to drag 
him down, for she spurned all his attentions, 
but the more she spurned the more desper- 
ate and despondent he grew until he finally 
died, on April 16, 1685, when he was only 
33 years of age. 

There has been much mystery as to the 
cause of his death. The earliest account 
is supplied by ‘Anthony a’ Wood, who says 
that “he made his last exit in an house in 
Tower Hill, called the Bull, as IT have heard.” 
According to Oldys the Bull was a spong- 
ing house. GiJes Jacob describes it as a 
public house. 

Dennis, the critic, asserts that Otway 
“languished in adversity unpitied, and dy’d 
in an alehouse unlamented.” Dennis is also 
credited with the statement that Otway had 
an intimate friend. Blackstone, who 
was shot. The murderer fled towards Dover 
and Otway pursued him. In his return he 
drank water when violently heated, and so 
got a fever which was the death of him.” 

According to the well-known story which 
first appeared in the “Lives of the Poets,” 
assigned to Theophilus Cibber, Otway’s end 
was more senSational. Cibber agrees with 
his predecessors in stating that, to avoid 
the importunity of creditors, Otway had re- 
tired in his last days to a public house on 
Tower Hill. But, he adds, “it is reported” 
that, after suffering the torments of starva- 
tion, the dramatist begged a Shilling of a 
gentleman in a neighboring coffee house on 
April 14, 1685 The gentleman gave him a 
Sulnea, thereupon Otway bought a roll and 
was choked by the first mouthful. 

The authenticity of these details may well 
be questioned; they rest on no eontempor- 
ary testimony, and did not find admission 
in Otway’s biography until sixty-eight years 
his death. Wood and Langbaine both 
State that he was writing verse up to the 
time of his death. 

Charles W. Collins, in a recently-pub- 
lished book, “Great Love Stories of the Thea-

ter,” thus comments on the last years of 
his life; “Three years of squalor followed 
‘Venice Preserved’ for him,’ and then he 
died, more forlornly, it seems, than Chat- 
terton. He hid himself away in the slums 
of London to escape his creditors, borrow.- 
ing enough money from his one-time friends 
to keep himself in a state of alcoholic for- 
getfulness. He wrote one more play, and 
brought out a poem of royal flattery after 
the death of Charles II, but these efforts 
did not help his plight. 

“A sordid inn, called the ‘Sign of the 
Bull,” was his place of refuge, from which 
he would make furtive excursions for alms, 
in deadly fear of the bailiff. One night 
starving, and almost naked, he accosted a 
passerby, begging a shilling with which to 
buy food. ‘IT am Otway, the poet.’ he 
whined, 

“The man, an admirer of his works, was 
horror-stricken at this apparition of a genius 
in the gutter, and gave him a guinea for 
his immediate relief, promising more when- 
ever he needed it. Otway rushed to the 
nearest bakery shop for bread, and set his 
teeth into the loaf, ravening like a wolf. 
But he had been without food too long: the 
first mouthful choked him, and the rest was 
silence.” 

It is doubtful whether any of these con- 
flicting stories are the exact truth, but his 
death must have been of some sort of tragic 
character, for tragedy marked his writ- 
ings, and almost the entire second half of 
his life. In his own day Otway’s plays were 
popular: 


“There was a time when Otway charmed the 
stage; ‘ 

Otway, the hope, the sorrow of his age: 

When the full pitt with pleased attention 
hung, 

Wrapped with each accent from ‘Castalio’s’ 
tongue: : 

With what a laughter was his ‘Soldier’ read, 
How mourned they when his ‘Faffier’ struck 
and bled!” 

Otway was buried in the churchyard of 
St. Clement Danes. A mural tablet, with 
a long Latin inscription, was placed in the 
last century in the church at Trotton, his 
birthplace. Thompson, the poet, ranked the 
parts of “Monimia”’ and “Belvidera” of his 
plays with those of “Hamlet” and “Othello,” 
and many of the greatest actresses owed to 
these roles the leading triumphs in their 
careers. 


THOMAS A. EDISON.

Thomas A. Edison is one of America’s 
Sreatest men. He was not elected to this 
position nor did he obtain it by guessing 
which way the prominent railway stock 
might jump. Other American giants may 
fail to receive a majority and shrink into 
common tax payers; they may absorb one 
railway too many and retire to obloquy a 
few jumps ahead of the grand jury. But 
Edison goes placidly on increasing his_size 
each year; and he will continue to do so as 
long as electricity enjoys the popularity 
which it does at the present time. 

Edison started life selling peanuts on the 
Grand Trunk railway at the age of 12, in 
1859, from which, with the aid of mathe- 
matics in its present highly perfected state, 
Wwe may easily deduce the fact that he is 
now 66 years of age. He published a news- 
paper at the age of 15 and learned telegra- 
phy a year later, but lost many jobs because 
of his fondness for reading while some op- 
erator at the other end of the line was fran- 
tically pounding away in an effort to at- 
tract his attention. In fact, at this period 
Edison was so unsuccessful that he had to 
take up inventing. The field was remark- 
ably broad at that time, very few things 
worth while having been invented, and Edi- 
son was soon busy day and night. He in- 
vented the telegraph repeater and the stock 
ticker, and sold them for a small fortune. 

This was the most perilous point in Edi- 
son's career. But he passed safely through 
it. He did not buy an automobile, go to 
Europe or establish his family in society. 
He did not buy a carload of assorted mining 
stock omegeo to New York and try to put a 
permanent crimp in Wall street. Instead, 
hé took his $40,000 and went to New Jersey, 
which at that time was infested with noth- 
ing worse than mosquitoes. There he built 
a laboratory and began to work up an in- 
timate acquaintance with electricity, which 
was then almost a stranger in our midst. 

Edison has remained in New Jersey ever 
since. He has made 300 inventions, including 
the phonograph, the telephone transmitter, 
the aerophone, the megaphone, the incan- 
descent lamp, the moving picture and the 
long distance storage battery. He has be- 
come very rich, indeed, but this is not often 
mentiened. He is more interesting than his 
bank account. 

Edison was never elected to any office. 
Nobody knows what clubs he belongs to. 
He does not play golf, and few people have

seen him in evening clothes. He is a genius, 
and the proof of it is that he works for 
twenty hours a day for long stretches.
